Tne Tragedy of Macbeth was performed at this Theatre, for the 
purpose of producing Mr. Cooper, from America, to an English au- 
dience. Although his appearance, of last night, was not the first in 
this country, it had the interest of novelty, from the long interval 
which has elapsed since he last performed here, and the house was 
well filled to receive him. We regret to state, that his attempt was, 
onthe whole, a decided failure. Mr. Cooper bas consid erable personal 
requisites for the stage, and his voice is powerful, and not unpleasing. 
The part of Macbeth, however, requires higher qualifications than 
physical endowments. Without entering on the question whether the 
Play, from its supernatura] character, can ever, as a whole, be per- 
fectly performed on the stage, it must be admitted, that the career of 
the guilty usurper gives scope for the highest exhibition of the actor’s 
skill, and requires no small portion of the pervading genius of its au- 
thor, if it is to be appropriately represented. In the delivery of the 
level passages of the Play, Mr. Cooper was much too heavy, and, in 
the deep and impassioned ecenes, there was the absence of what is in- 
dispensable for their success—genius and cultivated taste. The dag- 
ger-scene was, however, respectable, and, but for the harlequin man- 
ner with which Mr. Cooper skipped {ato the chamber, when the mur- 
der of the King is announced, and one or two instances of ludicrous 
bad taste which followed, the remainder of his performance might not 
have received the decided opposition which it did. 


As the Play drew to a close, Mr. Coopet’s acting became worse.— 
He appeared anxious to gain attentiou by gesticulation of the worst 
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kind, and his management of his sword, and some of his movements 
were painfully absurd, The last scenes were irretrievably bad. Where 
Macready produces so much effect, and when deserted by “ fate and 
and metaphysical aid,” so finely summons all his energies for death, 
Mr. Cooper by his manner and false taste, caused Jaughter both loud 
and deep—and his condemnation was sealed. When the curtain fell, 
Mr. Younge came forward to announced the performance of to-night, 
there were loud cries for Mr. Wallack, which were’continued until Dox 
Giovanni began, and then the storm became farious ; the devils were 
most rudely treated,and amused themselves with a flirtation of torches 
as Miss Love was quickly compelled to leave the stage. Mr. Wallack, 
at last, made his appearance. and said he came to them in his official 
capacity to announced the performance for to-night, and the audience 
who now found out that they did not know what they wanted, were pa- 
cified. Miss Love then re-appeared amidst great applause, and sang 
her first song to faries who were perfectly harmless, as they had pre- 
viously expended ali their flames.
